Scott, Hue, and all0 Iive been thinking about your note on the FPM-300. 
I have one here that Tive spent a good deal of time working on, but 
havenit actually put it on the air yet. My main excuse is that I donit 
have an 80 meter antenna that Iim brave enough to use (another story, 

but not for this list). 


I acquired mine in February 2000 at the Vienna (Virginia) Winterfest 
from Herman Cone N4CH, who very kindly gave it to me for what he had 
just paid for it. It's a circa-1972 hybrid SSB-CW rig for 80 thru 10 
meters. The final is a 6KD6 sweep tube and, along with the driver, can 
be turned off if one is just listening. I always thought it was a very 
attractive radio, but agree with Hue that it is nowhere close to being 
the rugged and reliable radio of the Yaesu FT-101 class. 


Not having an FT-101, I compare it with the contemporary Kenwood TS-520 
and really, there is almost nothing to prefer about the FPM-300. Good 
things are user-friendly dial, built-in AC/12VDC power supply, compact 
size, and sensitive receiver. All these are equally true of the TS-520, 
which is superior in all respects but size. Having worked on both 
transceivers, I think the TS-520 is almost like a military-specification 
radio and the FPM-300 is more like an amateur homebrew. As you 
suggested, Hue, itis no wonder Hallicrafters couldnit compete. 


My FPM-300 only transmits on 80 meters and then not reliably. The main 
reason, in fact the only one, is the band switch. Actually there are 
two, mounted side by side, driven by a single shaft. They are rotated 
simultaneously by means of a belt that had largely disintegrated by 
2000. Jim Zellmer, KAOVSL, sold me a pair of replacements, enabling me 
to get the radio working. Even so, the engineering design is poor. In 
1999, Jim kindly posted on this reflector some FPM-300 shop notes by a 
Hallicrafters tech that he used to correct other problems, mainly with 
the band switches. Iill forward that list directly, Scott. 


Hue, you noted the reasons the FPM-300 is not suitable as a CW machine. 
Clearly, Hallicrafters expected this radio to be a mobile/portable SSB 
rig. Unfortunately, itis not rugged enough to sustain that kind of 


treatment and I expect most original buyers were very disappointed. 

Till bet nearly all FPM-300s were traded in or discarded in favor of new 
Kenwoods and Yaesus. I plan to keep mine, however, and will put it on 
the air eventually. Good luck to both of us!

I have a somewhat more positive impression of the FPM-300 than does Mike, 
AE4R. While I agree that it wasn't as good a performer as the TS-520 
(haven't used an FT-101, so can't compare it), the radio wasn't really 


designed as a base rig. I think of it more like a later version of the 
SBE-34, in concept, definitely intended for mobile use (although it had a 
built-in AC supply). Mechanically, it seemed rather rugged. As I recall, it 
had a single large epoxy-glass circuit board mounted horizontally. It used 
a tried-and-tested single conversion 9 MHz design that worked well and was 
free of birdiies. There was a small, built-in speaker that sounded kind of 
tinny. The cabinet was an unusual clam-shell design, with the top and side 
hinged so that it could swivel up and out of the way for easy access to the 
inside. If I remember correctly, the cabinet was made of heavy gauge steel 
and was extremely rugged. 


The radio was very simple and straightforward to use, with a stable VFO. 
Like the KWM-1 or KWM-2, it was intended for SSB operation primarily. I 
thought it worked pretty well, considering the limitiations of the 
concept. It had a well-written, comprehensive manual.

Thanks to kind help from Bill Howard, Philip McCoy and others, 


the WWII Japanese 94-5 receiver is currently listening to 
80-mtr CW. I brought the B+ up slowly and saw no problem 
high currents or overheating components. Clean/Lube and 

a battery pack and the set is playing, sans audio PA stage. 
Like all simple regen sets, the tuning and settings are 


touchy, but workable. There is some pulling of the 
oscillating detector when I bring my hand near the antenna, 
indicating less isolation by the RF stage than expected. 


As Bill Howard said, the audio output transformer primary 
is open- doubtless the result of a ham trying to use 

a 90-volt supply with B-minus grounded ( no, no, NO!), 
resulting in no grid bias and a burned-open primary. 

It quickly joined "the choir invisible" along with 
countless BC-474 and BC-348 audio output transformers, 
murdered in the same fashion. 


I was determined this unit was not going to be modified, 

nox have parts removed. I therefore used a trick from 

my work with ARC-5 receivers. I tapped off the audio PA 
grid with a .1 uFd cap and ran a lead out the headphone jack 
to an external amplified speaker. 

I could also have jumpered headphones across the open 
primary, but I don't like having B+ voltages running 

over my head and hears, especially if the weather gets hot. 


I've heard people say these WWII Japanese radios were not 
built well. From a mechanical standpoint, I must 
disagree concerning this radio. It's hand-crafting is 

at least as good as any early war Allied ground set 

I've seen, and better than some. 

It looks quite well made to me. 


A few notes- 

The radio is extremely microphonic- the worst I've ever seen. 

I have to locate the external speaker a few feet away 

to stop the feedback. 

Seems to center on the triode detector, which is mounted 

on a shock base- an attempt to address this problem, I suspect. 
Padding the tube with tissue didn't help much. 

I hope this is an itchy detector tube and not "standard issue?" 


Band #1 does not work, but the rest function well. 
Is an open in the band #1 section of one of the coils common? 


Are these original tubes 1.2 volt, or 1.5 volt? 


Anyone have a 94-5 transmitter they'd like to trade? 
Once the microphonic problem is fixed, this would 
make a dandy little field rig. I'd dearly love to 
display it next to my SCR-288; 

they were contemporaries in the Pacific Theater. 


More as I learn more, and thanks again to everyone for 
the help.

Indulge me for a minute, as a writer/editor for U.S. News & World Report, 
one of Time's friendly competitors. 


The way I see Time's snickering dismissal of our pastime (and stamp 
collecting, too, remember) is this: 

The ratio of hams in the U.S. population is about 2.5 per 1,000 (735,000 
hams out of 295 million people). In my office we have perhaps 100 people. 
Everything else being equal, that makes the odds of finding even one radio 
amateur in this bunch 1 in 4 (0.25 hams per 100). As far as I know, I'm the 
token ham roaming the halls and have always been the token ham in my 18 
years here, not counting one guy who confessed to a brief fling with 
hamming during adolescence. Time has a much larger staff, but even if it's 
triple our size, that's still a probability below 1 of having a single ham 
on board. So none of us are around to catch silly or egregious stuff of the 
kind under discussion. 


Why, you ask reasonably, wouldn't a group of bright, knowledgeable people 
like Time's editors have at least passing familiarity with the history of 
radio and its pioneers? 


They should. But I'd bet my NC-2-40D that very, very few folks at the top 
of the Time masthead have either a background or much interest in 
technology, period, let alone ancient technology and even less so its 
actual nuts and bolts. So their perspective is cartoonish, the same 
stereotyping that turns engineers into guys with taped glasses and dazed 
expressions in social settings, mathematicians into otherworldly creatures, 
and (veering dangerously into swampy terrain, sorry) religious Christians 
into Bible-spouting bigots, Muslims into terrorists, whites into greedy 
capitalists, African-Americans into thugs... It ain't pretty. And if an 
editor is going to try to raise his consciousness, he's not going to start 
with hams and stamp collectors. 


I will say this: Letters to Time do get a careful reading, just as letters 
do here and at most publications. The best educational tool is a letter or 
email that politely raises the points David has, citing chapter and verse 
to correct whatever impression resulted in the dissing in the pages of the 
mag, and requests that the letter be directed to the writer and editor 
reponsible. Did I mention politely? 


Given our stereotype and low profile, we shouldn't expect much, but that's 
okay. It's like a good teacher who finds joy in reaching one student. Maybe 


there will be one writer or editor whose fingers stop over the keyboard the 
next time.
